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SAILED INTO OBLIVION. 


A French Barque With a Crew of 
Twenty-One Lost. 

PHILADELPHIA, Ta., February 23.—On 
September 30 last the French barque Fannie, 
Capt. Letellier, sailed from this port for Havre 
with a cargo of 273,887 gallons of crude 
petroleum stored in four compartments, and 
534,800 gallons of petroleum in barrels. The 
oi] was owned by a large company at Havre, 
and it was expected that the vessel would 
reach that port about November 15 at the out- 
side, thus allowing forty-five days for the voy - 
age, Which is the cxtreme limit for a 
sailing vessel between the points named. 
Since leaving the Capes not the slightest in- 
formation bas been beard of the bark; and, 
as nearly five months have now passed since 
she left this port, the owners and agents have 
arrived atthe conclusion that she has gone 
to the bottom. The matter bas been called to 
the attention of Aubin des Fourgerais, the 
French Consul at this port, whose most active 
efforts, however, to learn something as to the 
fate of the missing vessel and her crew have 
as yet been unrewarded. The most

WASHINGTON IRVING. 
S. W. Oakey in Scribner, 

In the summer of 1832, Washington Irving 
returned to America. The excitement pro- 
duced by his coming and the enthusiastic re- 
ception he had were unexpected to him, and I 
think gave him extreme pleasure. The din- 
ner given to him in New York, at which Mr. 
Duer spoke with so much eloquence, Was an 
unequalled ovation. He passed some days at 
my father’s in Boston. He was a very differ- 

deut looking person from the one Lhad exvect- 
ed to see. fie was short, stout and dressed in u 
tight suit of black, with a wig: but his beau- 
Sf ~ tiful eyes and delightful smile and his expres- 
re ion of benevolence and sweetness gave a pre- 
, Wailing charm. 

The meeting between him and Mr. Newton 
(Stuart Newton), who was with us, was pa- 
thetic. They embraced and kissed like 
Frenchmen, and almost shed tears. Mr. Irv- 
ing was shy and quiet, as [believe he always 
was among strangers. IIe fell asleep after 
dinner. Many persons came in the evening. 
The next morning Mr. Irving, Mr. Newton 
and I drove out to Fresh Pond. We sat upon 
the banks, andinthis social intercourse he 
was delightful, as he ever was to me after- 
ward. e and Mr. Newton talked and 
; laughed over old scenes and events with wit, 
humor and pathos; talked of Peter (Washing- 
ton’s older brother), Jekyll, Powell and other 
old friends, and Iam fortunate in being able 
to recall such a morning. 

In 1849, when dining with us in New York, 
Mr. Irving told us he was on the dock when 
the first experiment was made with Fulton’s 
steamer. The crowd looked on with breath- 
legs interest, but as the boat moved off a voice 
was heard saying: 

„She may go very well for a time, but give 
me a good sloop.” 

Mr. Irving was a great lover of music—a 
tender, not a knowing lover of it; he knew 
nothing of the technique. I have seen him 
. shed tears ata ballad. He enjoyed hearing 
4 Gilles, the famous violoncello player at that 
time: and once, in speaking of him, the color 
rose to his face and he exclaimed: “Anh, it 
was delightful! He is a fine fellow. He 
plunges down and seizes a fat semibrave by 
the tail and brings it wriggling up.“ 

Irving’s love for children and patience with 
them were very great, and once called forth 
from a woman whose restless children he had 
amused while traveling, this grateful com- 
ment: 

„Many thanks, sir, for your goodness; it is 
plain you are the father of a large family.’’ 

Washington Irving’s career is so familiar to 
every American that it would be useless to 
say more of him; but the love, affection and 
tender interest he inspired can only be known 
by those who have lived among his friends.

Accordingto my observation, there are no 
kindlier people than the English. Nor can it 
be fairly doubted that they are ready to strike 
a blow for the weak and to use their power to 
enforce fair play. But I could not close my 
eves toastrong under-current that was per- 
ceptible in all this, and much more apparent 
in private talk than in public discussion—a 
fecling of disgust as much at Turkish impecu- 
niosity and bankruptcy as at Turkish cruelty. 
It was very plain that the feeling, taken as a 
whole, was one of resentment at the atrocities 
of those no-interest-paying pagans. 

PHOTOGRAPHING CRIMINAL HANDS. 
From Chambers“ Journal. 


Our readers.are probably aware that a rule 
exists that our criminals must have their pho- 
tographs taken by the authorities as a means 
of future identification. This plan has been 
further extended by an order from the Home 
Oftice that the hands that commit the mis- 
chief should also become models for the pho- 
tographer, in order that the marks of differ- 
ent kinds of employment may furnish addi- 
tional evidence of identity. By a curious 
oversight, however, the prisoners are to be 
submitted to the camera with their hands 
crossed onthe breast, by which means the 
palms of the hands are hidden. Mr. Wood- 
bury, the eminent photographer, has pointed 
ut that if the palm ofthe hand were photo- 
graphed in a strong side-light, so that its 
ridges and furrows were clearly defined, such 
a picture would form a map by which 


r 


any hand could be at once rec- 
ognized—it being certain that no 
two people agree in the configura- 
tion of these manual surface-markings. It is 


said that the Chinese have for many years 
been alive tothe foregoing fact; and, in the 
absence of photography, have obtained im- 
pressiensin a much more simple manner by 
requiring their criminals to smear their fin- 
gers With greasy ink, andthen to impress 
them upon paper. It is stated that twenty 
years of life make no sensible difference in 
the character of these skin furrows. A cor- 
respondent in Nature points to some experi- 
ences of their efficacy in detecting evil-doers 
which having come under his observation. In 
one case, the mark of a sooty finger on a white 
wall was sufficient to indicate a trespasser; 
while a greasy finger-mark on a bottle pointed 
to the last person who had illicitly quenched 
his thirst. This writer remarks thatthe di- 
mensions which it did if the real Roger had 
left behind hima signature or thumb-mark 
of this nature. We may mention thatinthe 
Kast illiterate persons often subscribe docu- 
ments by dipping their finger in the inkpot 
and then marking the paper; but such an im- 
press leaves no such permanent record of the 
skin furrows as that which is secured under 
the Chinese system.

Mr. Ashmead 
Bartlett is not the old ladv's first love, not by 
along shot, I remember perfectly how Miss 
Coutts looked and acted When she followed 
the glorious singer and Apollo Mario to this 
country. ' 

She was not even then a young woman, nor 
was she even handsome.

Andrew Jackson on Courtiers. 
From a recently published letter in the Richmond 
Dispatch 

CITY OF WASHINGTON, April 28, 1804.— 
DEAR SIR: I reached this P ace on last eve- 
ning. I have been detained on my journey, 
since I had tne pleasure of meeting you, four 
days by high waters and an inflammation in m 
leg, Which has in a great measure subsided, 
but I am not free from pain. 

The President is at Monticello. He has lost 
his daughter, Mrs. Epps. Not a hint who is 
to be appointed to the government of New 
Orleans. I did not call to see the President. 
My reasons [ will concisely state,and leave 
you to judge whether they are or not founded 
— just premises. It was not known to me 
whether he had made the appointment. In 
case I had waited upon him, and the office of 
Governor of New Orleans not filled, it 
would have been perhaps construed as the 
call of a courtier; and of all characters on 
earth my feelings despise a man capable of 
cringing to power for a benefit or office. And 
such characters asare capable of bending for 
the sake of an office are badly calculated for a 
representative system, where merit alone 
should lead to preferment. These being my 
sensations, and believing that a call upon him 
under present existing circumstances might 
be construed as the act of a courtier, I travel- 
ed on, engaging my own feelings; and let me 
declare to you that before I would violate my 
own ideas of propriety I would yield up any 
office in the Government, were I in possession 
of the most honorable and lucrative. 

Who the choice is to fall on is not known 
here unless to the Secretary of State. But I 
have reasons to conclude that Mr. Claibourne 
will not fill that office. I have also reasons to 
believe that ifa suitable character can be 
found who is master of the French language 
that he will be preferred. I think that a 
proper qualification for the Governor of that 
country to possess, provided it is accompa- 
nied with other necessary ones. I never naa 
any sanguine expectations of filling the office; 
if I should, it will be more than Iexpect. But 
— me here again to repeat that the

gotton. Gratitude is elwaye the concomitant 
of a bosom susceptible of true friendship, and 
if I know myself my countenance never says 
to a man that Iam his friend, but my heart 
beats in unison with it.

be compard to a ship without its rudder in a 
gale—he is sure to be dashed against a rock.

Cats That Have Enjoyed the Favor of 
Noted Persons. 
From the Troy Times. 

Of allanimals cats are perhaps the most 
graceful, and from tim immemorial have 
been favorites with the old and the young, the 
rich and the poor. Many great men have had 
an inordinate fondness for cats. Richelieu's 
special favorite was a splendid Angora, his 
furry confidant’s usual resting place being 
His Eminence’s table, among State docu- 
ments, books.ete. Cardinal Woolsey’s cat sat 
on the arm of his chair of State, or took up 
her position atthe back of his throne .when 
ne held audiences. Montaigne used to obtain 
relaxation by playing with his cat. The cat 
of the poets Petrarch occupied, after death, 
embalmed, a niche in his studio. Colbert 
reared half a dozen cats in his private 
study, and taught them, after a 
lengthy display of- patience, to per- 
form all sorts, of tricks. Tasso, 
reduced tosuch a strait of poverty as to be 
obliged to borrow a crown from a friend to 
subsist on througha week, turns for mute 
sympathy to his faithful cat and disburdens 
his case in a charming sonnet, in which he 
entreats her to assist him through the — 
with the lustre of her moonlight eyes, having 
no candles by which he could see to write his 
verses. Thecat of Pierre Jean de Beranger 
has been similarly honored. Fontenelle was 
very fond of cats, and used to place a particu- 
lar old Tom“ in an arm chair and deliver an 
oration before him. Dr. Johnson set out to 

urchase oysters for his pet cat, Hodge, when 
+ was old and sick and fancied no other food, 
and the poet, not content with cutting one 
hole in his library doer to let his mouser in 
and out, fashioned a second smaller hole for 
the necessities of the kitten. Lady Cust re- 
minds us of Gray’s ode, Lines onthe death of 
a favorite cat, drowned in a vase of 
goldtishes.” This cat, by the way, was nat 
the poet’s, but Horace Walpole’s,and the cat- 
as-trophe occurred at Strawberry Hill in 1847, 
after the rupture of their ‘‘unequaled friend- 
ship,“ as Dr. Johnson phrases it, had been 
recemented. The cat supplied Perrault with 
one of the most attractive subjects of his 
stories, and that under the pen of this admir- 
able story teller“ Puss in Boots“ has become 
an example of the power of work and indus- 
try. Dr. Stables, with whom cats are“ dar- 
lings,“ assures us in his book on“ Cats“ that 
one sitting purring on the hearth rug to the 
music of the hissing tea urn, blinking her 
eyes before a bright fire, is the very personifl- 
cation of feminine virtue. In this favorable 
view of the fe/is catus ladylike character he 
was preceded by Mr. Borderriss, who tells us 
in his **Zoological recreations” that the catis 
closely connected With the untranslatable 
word comfort“ —a word that has neither 
name nor representation out of Great Britain.

THE CZAR’S AMOURS. 


Russian Virtue and High Life—The 
Higher the Person the Lower His 
Morals. 

Paris Cor. of N. O. Picayune. 

The chief subject of conversation has been 
the Czar’s morganatic marriage, which has 
been a much more important eventin Rus- 
sian history than foreigners imagine. The 
Czars have always been dissolute. They seek 
in the sound sleep which follows sensual 
pleasures that oblivion. which alone gives 
respite to the uneasiness of the head which 
wearsa crown,“ especially such a crown as 
that of absolute monarchy. Then they are 
tempted constantly, as indeed are all Cont?- 
nental monarchs. The ten thousand eyes, 
with all the attractions of youth and beauty, 
are ever turned toward the crown gleaming: 
Throw the handkerchief and I am yours.“ 
Czar Nicholas never hesitated to send 
beauty’s husband to Siberia, if the latter 
stood in his way between desire and griatifica- 
tion. French actresses have always enjoyed 
imperial favors, not only in the last butin the 
present reign. Czarinas always die of con- 
sumption, for none of them are born in that 
harsh climate. The disease is commonly a 
slow decline, during which the Czar feels 
some warrant for roving. ThereisinSt. Pe- 
tersburg a girls’ boarding school, where none 
but nobles’ orphans are received. It was 
founded inimitation of that school in St. Cyr, 
near Versailles, whose buildings are now_oc- 
cupied by the French West Point, and which 
suggested to Napoleon the plan of the schools 
of the Legion of Honorin St. Denis, (where 
only ofticers’ daughters are received,) and in 
St. Ecouen (opened to daughters of non-com- 
missioned officers).

word from him. Catharine Dolgorourki en- 
tered this school when she was five years old. 
Tall, thin, blue-eyed, auburn-haired, delicate, 
nervous, susceptible, enthusiastic, she grew 
up in awe and idolatry of the Czar. He one 


day spoke to her. She fainted. She was tuen 


thirteen. There Was nothing counterfeit in 
this flattery; it touched the Czar deeply: he 
exerted himself to restore her to conscious- 
ness, and he never visited the school without 
showing her attention, each visit more mark- 
ed. He easily read her heart and saw she was 
his—soul, mind and body. Girls quit this 
school when seventeen years old. She was 
made one of the maids of honorof the Em- 
press. In her eighteenth yearthe Czar be- 
came intimate with her. n her nineteenth 
year she was a mother. Child followed child 
almost every two years. Imagine the 
scenes at court! The first ‘meet- 
ing with her Empress after betrayal, the Em- 
ress, still unconscious of the wrong done 
er: Princess Catherine Dolgorourki must 
leave the court.” Why?“ „Because 
The father?’? *I—I—do—don’t know.“ 
The meeting between wife and husband: 
My maid of honor has been wronged. Won't 
you-force the wronger to repair his treachery 
by marriage?“ Picture the Czar’s counten- 
ance. Consumption soon attacked the 
Czarina. Princess Dolgorourki’s power 
daily increased. They say her advisers are 
Count Schouvaleff and his mother. They 
pressed her to insist on a morganatic mar- 
riage. As soon as the Emperor’s family 
heard such a step Was in con- 
templation they exerted all their 
influence to prevent it. Why not con- 
tinue unchanged the relations which have ex- 
isted since 18697?’ The Czar insisted on exe- 
cuting his (her) plan. But wait at least until 
the year of mourning for your wifé has ex- 
ired!’’ The Czar would hear of no delay. 
All the Imperial family quitted Russia. The 
marriage was celebrated at Livadia. The 
Czar’s eldest son received, however, such ad- 
vice in England (you know he is a brother-in- 
law of Prince of Wales by his wife, and of 
Duke of Edinburgh by his sister, and in Den- 
mark (whose King’s daughter, Dagmar, he 
married) that he and his wife at once returned 
to Russia and went straight to Livadia. 
The reconciliation took place, and was con- 
firmed when the Czar’s eldest daughter-in- 
law, Russia’s future Empress, consented to 
receive Princess Dolgorourki. The latter fell 
at the former’s feet, and sobbing, craved for- 
giveness for entering the Imperial family.

Dreams That Came True. 
From the London Globe. 


A belief in the truth of dream-warning has 
lingered evento our own day. It Was yet 
more prevalent in past centurics. Macaulay 
has ridiculed Archbishop Laud for the care 
witb which he recorded bis dreams in his diary; 
but the prelate was no more ‘superstitious in 
this respect than were ma of his contem- 
poraries. The medieval historians generally 
note some dream prophecy before any great 
event took place. A pious -monk dreamt of 
the fatal accident that should befall the Red 
King. Henry IV. of France was oppressed by 
evil dreams the night preceding his assassin !- 
tion. It is an undisputed fact that, in the 

resent century, a murder was discovered 
from the cireumstance of one of the parents of 
the victim dreaming where the body was con- 
cealed. 

Bishop Hall relates a curious story of a 
cure effected by means of a dream; a cripple 
dreaming that he bathed in a certain well in 
Cornwall and was restored to health. Acting 
on this visionary prescription he recovered 
the use of his limbs. The bishop attributes 
this dream to ‘‘a good angel.“ Probably, as 
Lord Byron says of prophecies, people note 
the fultilments of dreams and forget the fail 
ures—pass over the ninety-nine baseless vis- 
ions, but record the hundredth that happens 
to be, verified. 

Authors, artists, and musician have carried 
on their work in their dreams, sometimes 
‘with more success than in their waking 
hours. Tartini, an Italian composer, 
dreamt that he heard a fiend perform an plab- 
orate solo onthe violin. He attempted to 
reproduce it when awake; but, though hi- 
Devil's Sonata’’ is ranked among the finest 
productions, the composer declared that it 
was so inferior to the music of his dream that 
he could have broken his instrument with vex- 
ation at his failure to reproduce that beauti- 
ful melody; Condorcet and Franklin worked 
out elaborate calculations in their sleep, and 
remembered them on awaking. Lord Thu r- 
low is said to have composed part of a Latin 
poem in a dream; and Sir J.Herschell has left 
a Verse Which occurred to him in similar cir- 
cumstances. Goethe records that his dream; 
often assisted him in his compositions. 


Folk Lullabies. 


Babies show an early appreciation of 
rhythm. They rejoice in measured noise, 
whether it takes the form of words, music or 
the jingle of a bunch of Keys. Inthe way of 
poetry we are afraid they must be admitted to 
have a perverse preference for what goes by 
the name of sing-song. It will be a long 
time before the infantile public are brought 
round to Walt Whitman’s views on versitica- 
tion. Forthe rest, they are not very severe 
critics. The small ancient Roman asked for 
nothing better than the song of his nurse: 

Lalla, lalla, lalla, 
: Aut dormi, aut lacte. 

This two-line lutlaby constitutes one ofthe 
few but suffleing proofs which have’ come 
downto us of the eXistence among the peo 
vie of old Rome of a sort of folk verse not 
by any means resembling the Latin classies, 
but bearing a considerable likeness to the 
canti populari of the modern Italian peasant. 
It may be said parenthetically that the study 
of dialect tends altogether to the conviction 
that there are country people now living in 
Italy to whom, rather than to Cicero, we 
should go if we want to know what style of 
speech was in use among the humbler sub- 
jects of the Cwsars. The lettered language of 
the§ cultivated classes changes; the spoken 
tongue of the unedutated remains the same; 
or, if ittoo undergoes a process of change, the 
rate at which it moves is to the other what the 
pace of a tortoise is to the speed of an express 
train. About 800 years agou handful of Lom- 
bards went to Sicily, where they still preserve 
the Lombard idiom The Ober-Engadiner 
could hold converse with his remote an- 
cestors who took refuge inthe Alps three or 
four centuries before Christ; the Aragonese 


colony at Alghero, in Sardinia, yet discourses 
in Catalan; the Roumanian language stillcon- 
tains terms and expressions which, though 
dissimilar to both Latin and standard Italian, 
find their analogues in the dialects of those 
eastward-facing Latin plains’’ whence, inal! 
probability, the people of Roumania sprang. 


An Eccentric Woman. 


Every day some fresh fact proves that no 
one can draw the line between eccentricity 
and insanity. A woman has just died in Ber- 
lin at the age of eighty-two, who for nearly 
half a century had lived in almost utter seclu- 
sion, a solitary female servant being the only 
human being with whom she had held any 
personal communication. This strange being, 
who is supposed to have been crossed in love, 
was rich, and never denied herself any luxury 
for which she cared, but she never allowed 
her furniture to be 
cleaned. in bed all day, rising 
just atzdusk, and spent the night in pre- 
paring sumptuous meals for heself and her 
companion. She was surrounded by dogs, 
cats and birds, and she caused very new 
work on zoology to be purchased for her as 
soon as it was published. After her death it 
was found that she had left a handsome 
legacy to her servant and all the rest of her 
property toa grandniece in England, to re- 
vert, after the latter's death, to an asylum for 
dogs.. For many years she wore no body- 
garment except a man’s dressing-gown. On 
one foot she wore a bootand on the other a 
shoe, and her hands were encased in gloves 
day and night.

THE DIFFERENCE. 

It is said that because England has never suc- 
ceeded in floating athree percent bond at par 
it is idle and worse than idle forthe United 
States to risk such an experiment. 

This sounds plausible, yet is fallacious. The 
circumstances are vastly different. England’s 
debt is twice as large as that of the United 
States. Taxationin England is mucb higher 
there than in this country. The popula- 
tion of this Republic is over 50,000,000, 
increasing at the rate of 90 per cent in every 
ten years, While England and Wales have 
only 22,000,000, and England, Wales, Scotland 
and Ireland altogether only 33,000,000. Under 
the English system every post-office is a sav- 
ings bank, and the Government thus receives 
enormous deposits of savings directly from 
the people. Under the English system no 
government bonds are required for deposit 
by banks for the issue of £400,000,000 curreney. 
And last, but not least, the English consol is 
liable to taxation. 

Let in spite of all this, in spite of the 
chances of foreign wars constantly threaten- 
ing England, in spite of its vast expenditures, 
in spite of the impossibility of any reduction 
of its debt, the English three per cents to-day 
are above , and only avery inconsiderable 
fraction below par! 

The National banks in this country have 
about $00,000,000 of bonds on deposit for 
their circulation. The deposits of Savings 
and other banks are over 32,000, 000, 00. The 
four per cent bond now costs $1.14. That 
reduces its rate of interest to 3% percent only. 
People are willing to deposit their say- 
with the Government in the shape 


— —ͤ———— 


for a $1,000 four per cent bond. They will much 
sooner take a three per cent bond at par. 
The refunding bill only provides for $700,000,- 
000 of bonds, and even of this $50,000,000 will 
probably be paid out of the large surplus in 
the Treasury. We have not the least doubt 
that however much the banks may growl and 
bluff and bluster about the reduction of one- 
half of one per cent in interest, the new fund- 
ing bill will prove an entire success. 

The above was already written, whenin the 
latest issue of the New York Herald we found 
the following interesting interview with Mr. 
HATCH, of the firm of Fisk & HatcH—a most 
prominent banking-house of New York: 

It's all nonsense to say the loan will be a 
failure,“ Mr. Hatch exclaimed hotly, and 
most of those who talk that way know better. 
We have not the slightest doubt of its perfect 
success, and shall be glad to get the amount 
for which we bid (many millions). 

Are vou aware that the First National Bank 
to-day deposited $1,000,000 with the Sub-Treas- 
ury to retire its circulation in the event of the 
three per cent bill becoming a law with the 
present taxes on banking?“ 

**That is the only instanee I have heard of, 
replied Mr. Hatch, ‘‘We have not received to- 
day any intimation, either in person or by 
mail or telegraph, from any of our bank cus- 
tomers that they would retire their circulation, 
nor have we been asked to bid for the bonds 
held by a single bank to secure circulation. On 
the contrary, we have purchased several lots to 
be sent to Washington to secure new circula- 
tion to be issued. 

The banks would have a fair. profit on cir- 
culation taken out on a three pervtent bond, 
even with the present national taxes of one per 
cent on circulation, one-half per cent on de- 
posits and one-half per cent on capital. Ifa 


' profit on circulation upon three per cent bonds 
would be a little over one and one-half (1.57) 
percent. If money were worth five per cent 
the profit would be 1.42 per cent, and if money 
were worth six per cent there would still be a 
profit of 1.26 percent. The circulation of the 
New York city banks is only about $18 ,000 ,000 

‘anyway, 80 itis evident that they do not look 
to circulation for profit.’’ 

But many of the banks threaten to give no 
aid in placing the loan?’’ 

So much the better if these new bonds 
should be taken slowly and absorbed by the 
people at large. That would be far more 
healthful than to have $600,000,000 or more sud 
denly turned over for reinvestment. Perhaps 
some of the discontent with the present meas. 
ure arises among speculators because they 
think that a sudden expansion would make 
anexcited and higher market for shares at 
once 

Another banker who believed the loan would 
be a success remarked that the taxes in this 

} city (from which the Government bonds are 


bank's money is worth four per cent to it the 


exempt) amount to two and a half percent,and 
consequently the new bonds would be on a par 


-with.an ordinary five and a butf per cent secur- 


ity. Few first-class securities could be bought 
at a price which would leave more than five per 
cent on the investment. Taking the tax into 
consideration the net yield would be only two 
and a half percent. The new threes, he 
thought, would be all subscribed for within 
thirty days atmost. 

Messrs. Vanderbilt, Gould, Sage, Dillon and 
others of the heavier stock operators are said 
to believe that the new loan will be an easy suc- 


cess.

Prohibition in Maine. 
From the Providence Journal. 


The prohibitory law of Maine is a very 
stringent one. The Governor has by Jaw 
authority over certain officials elected by the 
people, considered by some of the friends of 
temperance as equally anomalous and danger- 
ous. If enforced as it now stands upon the 
statute books, the law is competent to ruin 
financially any man who should persist in its 
violation. The sentiment of the State is in 


favor ofa constitutional and reasonable pro- 


hibitory law. So much is beyond any rational 
disputation. But there are those in Maine,

it scems, who are not satisfied, hut who pro- 
pose alterations in the direction of greater 
restrictions upon the freedom of the eitizen. 
Mr. Neal Dow, advocating more and stringent 
repressive measures, declares that there are 
in the city of Portland one bundred and 
thirty low, dirty, secret rum and beer shops.“ 
The population of Portland is, in round num- 
bers, 30,00C—or, say, one to every 230 inhabi- 
tants. This would give P:ovidence about 4)” 
places of the same kind, under like circum- 
stances, if like causes produce like effects. 

But there is another and very familiar as- 
pect of the ase. There are in Portland, ac- 
cording to. the Press, which is in favor of 
temperance legislation, sixty or seventy “club 
rooms.“ That is to say, one, putting them at 
the lowest figure, to every 500 inhabitants, or 
one to every 100 voters. These club rooms, 
says the Press, are a nursery of dissolute- 
ness. To what portion of the population do 
they appeal for support? As everybody 
knows, in the main tothe young men, who 
find in their seclusion and sociality tempta- 
tions not elsewhere offered and hard to be re- 
sisted. These club rooms have come into 
existence because of prohibitory legisla- 
tion.” How baleful they are in their influ- 
ence uponthe mature need not be argued 
before those who have either studied the sub- 
ject philosophically, or obtained a knowledge 
of it by intelligent and candid observation. 

Whatever may be one’s theory as to, or 
however strong the argument in favor of, 
prohibition, the fact is declared by Neal Dow 
that prohibition does not prohibit in Port- 
land, notwithstanding the law has from year 
to year imposed greater penalties upon the 
rumseller, and concentrated executive power 
more and more in the hands of the State au- 
thorities. Further legislation is asked for. 
Just what is proposed we fare not informed, 
but the prohibitory clauses and the penalties 
are required to be made more “stringent.” 
This is protested against as prejudicial to the 
temperance cause by several staunch tem- 
perance newspapers. In other words, there 


is a division in the ranks of sincere temper- 


ance people in Maine, both as tothe advantage 
of the present law, andin a still greater de- 
gree as tothe wisdom or justice of still larger 
restrictions and severer punishments.

My connection is 
with The University of the State of Mis- 
souri.’? See Mo. Const. 1820, art. 6., sec. 2. 
Perhaps the writer — — misnamed 
the university. 4. This item is the most im- 
portant, for I am tuitously and falsely 
charged with attempting to damage this uni- 
versity: No, sir; I am not to be held respon- 
sible for the consequences of quietly ac- 
quiescing in an alternative forced on{me by the 
Legislature. The public will not 
— — me to attempt what my business 
judgment pronounces impracticable. To 
jump a ditch twenty feet in width, it is not 
enough to be given a momentum that will 
carry you eighteen feet, if you expect to see 
the other side in safety. There is a law which 
makes it a matter of individual liability if the 
curators go beyond available means. The 
business of the past two years left over a mar- 
— of only $81 48—only think of it, in hand- 
ing over $100,000. But our allowance from 
the Thirtieth General Assembly onty fell a few 
hundred dollars short of our estimates. But 
the allowance incorporated in the House 
bill of the Thirty-first General Assembly is 
nearly ten thousand dollars short. True, the 
case is not fully issued, for it is still pending 
in the Senate, but this evil of short allowance 
to the university originated in the Senate; so 
that while I still hope for the best, I fear 
thé worst. But if any party is foolishly 
attempting “to play the role of Ir in 
the Temple.“ I respectfully submit that it is 
the Thirty-first General Assembly of the 
State of Missouri and not your humble ser- 
vant.

In reference to your article in Saturday's is- 
sue headed as above, we begtosay you have 
done us a great injustice. And knowing that 
you are always impartial we beg to make a 
statement of the facts, so that the public may 
judge whether we are at all to blame in the 
matter.

broken glass and bring a receipt from the jani- 
tor or principal, this being our voucher 
to the School Board that our work is done. We 
do not know who signs these receipts, and 
haveto accept them in good faith from our 
glaziers, and pay him forthe number ot glass 
that the receipt callsfor. Tiis we have done 
in every case. As business men it would be im- 
possible for us to follow each man in our em- 
ploy, and see if he had done his work. 

We have been repairing the broken glass for 
the Schaol Beare zor the past five vears, and 
there has never been the slightest objection to 
our bills until last January, when the architect 
called our attention to the fact that there wasan 
unusually large number of glass brokenin some 
schools for that season ofjthe year. We at once, 
in order to satisfy ourselves, sent the glazier 
back wtth the receipts we had to have them re- 
certified to by the principals of the schools. 
This the glazier did, and of course we thought 
there could be no possible fraud. 

Our firm had not been notified of this invest- 
igation, but atthe next meeting of the com 
mittee one of our members will be present, 
when we will receive full vindication.

Benefits Mat Will Acerue From the Pas- 
sage of the Funding Bill. 


The finding bill, which has passed the Sen- 
nte and only awaits the action of the House 
on the amendments affixed by the Senate, is 
the topic of « onversatien in financial circles 
awd is exciting universal attention. 

The St. Louis bankers favor it with con- 
siderable unanimity,end all of them speak en- 
wouragingly of the good that it will bring 
about if accompanied by certain changes 
in. rate of taxatien which they demand 
asa mater of justice. 

The bill as it came from the House present- 
ed two @jectionable features. The bonds 


were 5-10’. amd the provision was insistedon 
that they should become the only deposit for 
circulation which the banks would be allowed 
to make. . 

The Senate made the bonds 5-20’s, and al- 
tered the bill so that the three per cents 


should be made the only deposit for 
all cireulxtion issued after the first of 
July, I. Briefly, the bill as it 
now stands provides for the issuing 


of 400,000,000 in 5-20 bonds bearing a rate of 
three per cent, and of $300,000,000 in what are 
knoww as treasury notes, bearing the same 


rate of interest, payable semi-annually, 
the motes to be payable after 
one Year and before ten at the 


pleasure of the Government. The treasury 
notes sre the best features of the bill, and the 
outlook is that thev will be universally popu- 
lar with the masses of the people for whom 
they are intended. ‘The bill makes it 
the «lucy of the Seeretary of the 
Tressury to xuthorize public subscriptions at 
not less than par to be received at all deposi- 
tories of the United Mates, and at national 


nate forthe bonds and treasury notes, for 
thirty days before he shall 
contract for or award anv portion of bonds 
and theasury notes te any syndicate of indi- 
viduals or bankers or-otherwise than by pub- 
lic subscription. If it shall happen that 
more than ibe entire

‘days, the Secretaty is ordered to award the 
full amount subscribed for to all persons whe 
‘Haye made bona- nde subscriptions of 32,000 
ar less, the residue, if there 
any, to de divided amoung the 
‘other subscribers. The bill is almost certain 
to pass, and as the new three per cents will be 
upon the market in a Short time, and as the 
matter concerns every man who has ary ac- 


cumulated saviegs, the measure is of 
wide-spread importance. A reporter of 
the PostT-DISPATCH called upon 


-several bank presidents this morning fer the 


purpose of ascertaining their views upon the 
new popular loan. 

! PRESIDENT LIONBERGER, 
of the Third National Rank, thought that the 
three per cents could easily be floated, but he 


said that if the banks were 
forved to take the three per cent 
bond, some convession should be made to 


theminanabatement of taxation. The ene per 
cent tax on circulation now prevailing prac- 
tically made thetbree per cents two per cents. 
When then percent tax upon deposits Was 
also considered t would be seen that the banks 
had a heavy loud to carry. Mr. Lionberger 
referred to the statement made that the fund- 
ing bill was talked about as of great berefit to 


the people, and he had no 
doubt that it would be so, but he 
thought that the abolition of the taxes 


mentioned would come inthe same category 
as all these ame@unts come out of the people 
anvhow. Mr. Loonberger also said that the 
two cent stamp on checks Was a great niti- 
sance, while it provided but a small 
umount of revenue, and if the 
new bill eonld be supplemented by these 
umendments, the measure would meet with 
the approbation ofthe banking community. 
In regard to the treasury notes, Mr. Lionber- 
ver thought thatthev would be even more 
popular with the people than the four per cents 
had previously been. Most banking institu- 
tions had now reduced their rate of interest 
to three per ces, and those who were arx- 
ious to secure the safest investment for their 


small savings, would naturally pre- 
fer the Government to any private 
corporation, where the same interesi 


tion of the notes made the investment abso- 
lutely safe. The gentleman said that he ex- 
pected that a grand rush would be made for 
the notes, and thatthe whole amount would 
be taken long befere the expiration of the 
thirty days presevibed bv the law. 
MRK. C. B. BURNHAM, 
President of the Bank of Commerce, said 
he bad no doubt that the bill would pass, and 
that it Was just the measure needed at pres- 
ent. The objection that the bonds oucht 
to run for a lenger time was nonsense, 
There Was no necessity to borrow money fora 
longer time than it was nequired. Mr. Burn- 
ham said that it was to be hoped that the na- 
tional banks would not suceeed in making the 
bond a longer one, with a higber rate of in- 
terest, but that these organizations were 
very strong and might be able to dictate the 
policy. 
MR. JAMES E. YEATMAN, 

of the Merchants’? National, favored the 
measure, but wished it could be supplement - 
edby the measure introduced by Senator 
Beck yesterday, remeviag the one-half per 
cent tax on deposits. The amount of 
deposits in six and seven per cent 
bonds now inthe treasury for circulation was 
more than 200,000,000, which would absorb 
one-half the new issue of bonds. The rest 
would be easily floated and the treasury notes 
would take care of thenwelves. The change 
in the bill made by the Senate 
providing that the bonds should be required 
to be deposited only against new circulation 
aiterthe Ist of July, Was acceptable, although 
it did not make a great difference. Most 
banks would prefer to purchase the three 
per cents anyhow, instead of paving 14 
per cent. premium forthe fours, | 

Mr. Yeatman concluded by stating that the 
bil] guarded the interests of the bankers while 
it bid fair to be of great service to the masses 
of the people.

Thomas Higgins, Who was arrested in Lou- 
isville, Ky., afew days ago, at the request of 
the St. Louis police, arrived at the Four 
Courts this morning, in charge of Officer Ma- 
loney, of St. Louis, and Detectives Bligh and 
Daly, of Louisville. Ile is supposed to be one 
of the gang upon some member of 
Whit the police have attempted to 
fasten the murder of Oflicer Walsh, who was 
sbot by a burglar at Sixteenth and Olive, on 
Sunday morning, December 5, 1880. There is 
very little to lead any one to suppose that 
liiggins is the man wanted or that any of the 
crowd are implicated, but the police have re- 
soived to make herculean efforts to clear the 
mystery up surrounding the brave officer’s 
murder, and will first try a certain crowd, 
some of the members ef which are now in 
Higgins will be forwarded 
at once to Alten, III., to _answer-a 
charge of burglary. On the night of January 
12a burglary Was committed at Alton, and 
while the officers were pursuing the men they 
turned and emptied their revolvers. One 
Officer was snot inthe leg. Higgins was shot 
in the back, the ball entering just above the 
kidneys and cemiug out at the edge of the 
breast bone. He was sent to the Hospital, 
but escaped January 22, and was traced to 
Louisville, Kv., where he was arrested a few 
days ago. He will be sent to Alton at once.

Death of the Last Male Scion of a 
Noted St. Louis Family.

Peter Lindell, the Founder of the Fam- 
ily, and How He Amassed His Great 
Wealth—His Descendants. 


The last male member of the old Lindell 
family of this citv, Which was once so numer- 
ous, bas passed away. Jessie G. Lindell died 
yesterday at Santa Fe, New Mexico, whither 
he had gone last summer in search of better 


bealth. He was living with his mother Mrs. 
Dr. Davis, at Santa Fe. He was the 


youngest of three boys who were the grand- 
nephews of old Peter Lindell, the founder of 
the wealth of the familv, and who died just 


before the war worth six millions of dollars. 
ehiefly in real estate in St. 
Louis. There is now but one 


person residing in St. Louis by the name of 
Lindell, and that is Mrs. Jemima Lindell, the 
widow of Jesse G. Lindell, who was a brother 
ofthe old original Peter Lindell, buf who 
died without issue. Mrs. Jemima Lindell is, 
of course, Well advanced in vears, and when 
she dies the name of Lindell will be extinet in 
St. Louis. ‘There are, of course, numerous 
descendants of the old brothers Lindell, but 
as thev have all come from the female 
branches of the house thev bear other names 
than Lindell. This death of the last male Lindell 
and representative of a family once so prom- 
inentin St. ILouis and so completely identi- 
fied with the early history of the, city will 
make the following resume of the family of 
very consideralle interest: 

The patriarch of the family so far as St. 
Louis is concerned, was Peter Lindell. He 
was born March 24, 1776, in Worvester coun- 
tv, Maryland. He was the oldest son of John 
Lindell, who was in turn the son of a still an- 
terior Lindell who settled in Marvland in 
early colonial davs on a very considerable 
grant of land received from the English 
crown. Peter Lindell (the subsequent St. 
Louisan) received only a very meagre coun- 
try school education. At the age of twenty- 
one years be opened a store in his native 
village. He met with good suevess having a 
natural turn for merchandizing. After four 
vears of this kind of life he desired a larger 
tield and in 1808 started West. 

Hie went to Pittsburg and began trading 
promiscuously and again had good luck. He 
extended his trade for some distance down 
the Ohio River. Inashort time he sent for 
bis brother, John, who was at home, to join 
him, and in a year or so foranother brother, 
Jesse G. Lindell, and subsequently still an- 
other brother, Robert. These brothers all 
eventually came to St. Louis and were 
more or less identitied with Peter, to whom 
they chiefly owed their financial success, 
These brothers were, moreover, the proprie- 
tors of all the present family of the Lindell 
blood, for old Peter Lindell died a bachelor. 
Peter Lindell came to St. Louis in the year 
1811 and opened a store on Main street. At 
this time St. Louis was but a frontier post, an 
outfitting point for fur hunting parties. Peter 
Lindell had great success, and everything he 
touched turned to gold. By the vear 
1826, or in fifteen vears after arriving here he 
had amassed so much money that he retired 
His 
natural shrewdness made him early invest in 
real estate in and around the citv, and the 
later years of his life were devoted to the care 
of his immense estate. He died rather sud- 
denly in the vear 1859, at the age of 73 years. 
His name will remain in St. Louis as 
long as the city stands, for he 
leftitin stone instead of a race of children 
which might become extinct in a few vears. 
The Lindell Hotel stands proudly to-day for 
old Peter. 
the tirst Lindell. The same name appears 
again in Lindell avenue, Lindell Park and 
several companies with the pretix “Lindell.” 
Peter Lindell, in about 1815, put up the first 


brick stores erected in St. Louis, 
They were three in number on Main 
street, and were for a year or two the 


wonder and admiration of the town. Many 
incidents characteristic of the man might be 
named ifthe limits of a newspaper article 
permitted. When Peter Lindell died his es- 
tafe was estimated at five millions but event- 
ually it turned out nearly six millions. There 
was no will and the heirs at law were numer- 
ous. There were no less than ten chief 
claimants, the brothers of Peter and the chil- 
dren of their brothers. There was litigation 
over the estate, but eventually 
1 distribution was made among 
the ten heirs in equitable proportions. ‘These 
heirs were Levin Baker, John Baker and 
Robert Baker. Mrs. Esther Collins and Mrs. 
Nathan Coleman, are children of Robert Lin- 
dell, the brother of Peter, Mrs. Collins and 
Mrs. Coleman are now deod, but representa- 
ves of the five families still live lu this city. 
The next heirs were the children of his broth- 
er, John Lindell. They were Mrs. Marv 
Palcher and Mrs. Eliza Gordon (who stil} re- 
sides at Twenty-third and Lucas Place), 
Peter Lindel, Jr., and William Lindell. Wii 
liam Lindell died without issue in 1874, and his 
widow subsequently married Mr. Charles 
H. Bailey, the well-known real estate agent 
ofthe city. Peter Lindell, . r., died within a 
year of old Peter Lindelf and before his 
claim on the estate had been adjusted. He 
left a widow, now Mrs. Dr. Davis, and three 
boys, Peter (third), Albert and Jease G. All 
of these we have died within the last few 
e2rs,and it was Jesse G. alinded to in the 
nping of thivsarticle.
